Nobel Prize 
winner to speak 
at USD May 31

ALCALA PARK — Mother Teresa, 
head of the Missionaries of Charity and a 
1979 Nobel Peace Prize winner, will visit 
San Diego and Tijuana May 31-June 2. 

Mother Teresa is scheduled to speak 
May 31 at 2 p.m. at the University of San 
Diego’s Torero Stadium, according to 
John Nunes, director of USD’s News 
Bureau. 

That evening, Mother Teresa will cross 
the U.S.-Mexico border into Tijuana, 
where she will visit the four Missionaries 
of Charity who have ministered in that 
city since last February, according to Dr. 
Anita Figueredo, regional link for the Co- 
Workers of Mother Teresa. 

Although the USD event will be free 
and open to the public, tickets must be 
obtained to gain admission to the 
90-minute program because stadium 
seating is limited to about 6,000, Nunes 
said. 

Mother Teresa’s visit to USD was 
arranged by Figueredo, who has been on 
the USD Board of Trustees since its 
founding; Nunes said. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher sent Mother 
Teresa a letter of welcome regarding her 
visit. 

Figueredo met Mother Teresa in 1960, 
during the nun’s last visit to San Diego. 
Since that time, Figueredo, a La Jolla 
surgical oncologist, has worked to 
establish a San Diego-Tijuana chapter of 
Mother Teresa’s mission to sick, poor 
and homeless people worldwide, Nunes 


said. 
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‘‘We are not simply individuals, only 
concerned for ourselves. ... As God’s 
people, however, we belong to one 
community, and we are bound to one 
another in the Lord. 

‘“The invisible unity of the believing 
community — Christ’s body, the 
church — becomes visibly present each 
time we gather to celebrate the 
Eucharist,’’ the cardinal wrote. 

‘“The Eucharist invites us (to be one) 
with Christ and one another. Thisis why 
the Eucharist is the perfect sign of unity

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Ministry 
embraces 
mentally ill

EL CAJON — Some parishes do not 
need Mental Health Month — designated 
in May by mental health associations 
throughout the nation — to spotlight the 
needs of mentally ill people. Clergy and 
lay members minister to them throughout 
the year. 

Carroll’s Community Care Facility is 
one of 20 health care homes visited by 
clergy and a Eucharistic. minister from 
Holy Trinity Church, El Cajon. 

Tuesday afternoons find Mina 
McRoberts at the board-and-care home 
for mentally ill adults, distributing the 
Eucharist and chatting with some six 
Catholic residents. 

Father Brian Corcoran, associate 
pastor, usually conducts the Communion 
service every month. It includes the 
readings and Gospel from the following 
Sunday’s Mass, a dialogue homily and 
prayers before and after receiving the 
Eucharist, Father Corcoran said. 

Often the group gathers around a 
picnic table under the waving branches of 
a eucalyptus tree. Sometimes inclement 
weather brings them into the small 
“common room’’ at the facility, which 
houses some 70 residents in buildings 
resembling an apartment complex, 
McRoberts said. 

Both residents and visitors said they 
feel strengthened by the sacrament and 
the community experience. 

‘Mina is my friend,’’ said resident 
Jocelyn White,’’ adding ‘‘it makes me

relaxed to get Holy Communion.”’ 

Richard Tannebaum, another 
resident, said the sacrament, prayers and 
visiting help him ‘‘feel good.”’ 

““We’re a community,’’ Father 
Corcoran said. ‘‘We want them (the 
residents) to feel they are a cherished part 
of our family.”’ 

Debbie Parker, a resident, seemed to 
feel connected with the parish when 
Father Corcoran sang ‘‘Happy birthday”’ 
to her the day before she turned 27 and 


McRoberts gave the woman a parting 
hug. 

McRoberts: has brought the Eucharist 
to Carroll’s since 1983 when she and 
Father Daniel Griesgraber, then associate 
pastor at Holy Trinity, began to visit the 
facility. : 

‘At first I was scared that I wouldn’t 
be able to cope,’? McRoberts said, adding 
her first visit dispelled that fear. ‘‘I feel 
the Eucharist strengthens them and gives 
them courage to face another day.”’

‘The Eucharist strengthens your body 
and mind,”’ said Jerry White, a 13-year 
resident at Carroll’s. ‘‘It’s hard to live in 
a board-and-care.”’ 

White told the Southern Cross he has 
schizophrenia. ‘‘I get depressed a lot; I 
get angry,’’ he said. ‘‘But I don’t break 
things like I used to. I would rather hurt 
myself than other people.’’ 

His mother, Barbara White of 
Escondido, said the visits of Holy Trinity

Mental illness strikes all segments of society

SAN DIEGO — Statistics showing one in five 
Americans to have ‘‘some form of mental illness in any 
given six months’’ is a tragedy being headlined by the 
U.S. National Institute of Mental Health (NIMH). 

Mental health associations throughout the country have 
designated May as Mental Health Month since 19532 

No segment of the U.S. population. is shielded from 
mental illness, which strikes ‘‘some artistic, exceptionally 
intelligent, and some of normal or below-normal 
capabilities,’’ according to the San Diego Alliance for the 
Mentally III. 

Only 20 percent of people with ‘‘a diagnosable mental 
disorder’’ seek treatment, despite the fact that 80 percent 
who receive ‘‘appropriate treatment ... can effectively 
return to normal, productive lives,’’ the NIMH states. 

The majority of mentally ill people shun this help 
because of the societal stigma associated with the 
problem, said Elizabeth Hersch, coordinator of the 
Albright Information and Referral Center, a telephone 
service of the San Diego Alliances for the Mentally Ill. 

“Mental illness is invisible,’? Hersch said, adding 
sufferers look physically well, but are unable to work in a 
society which judges people according to their 
productivity. 

The stigma attached to mental illness is also spread by 
the media which portrays them as violent, she said. ‘“The 
same percentage of violence exists among the general 
population.”’ 

Inadequate coverage for mental health treatment 
through health insurance plans also deters millions of 
Americans from receiving professional help, according to 
the NIMH, which states: ‘‘Only 7 percent of the plans 
pay for visits to a psychiatric physician at the same level 
they paid for visits to other physicians.’’

This year’s observance of mental health focuses on 
‘‘depressive disorders, the most prevalent of the mental 
illnesses,’’ according to the San Diego Mental Health 
Association. 

Henry Tarke, social worker and central regional 
manager for this association, described depression as a 
‘‘disturbance of mood,”’ which can include ‘‘feelings of 
hopelessness and low self-esteem.” 

- People suffering from ‘‘mild-to-moderate depression,”’ 
lasting from a few hours to a few weeks, ‘‘are able to cope 
without professional help and medication,’’ Tarke said, 

However, major depression, which can be recurrent or 
result from a single episode in one’s life, can last for 
months and have debilitating effects on the person, he 
added. 

“Depression can be treated with medications, 
psychotherapy, or a combination of both,’’ according to 
the San Diego County Mental Health Association. 

Anti-depressant drugs are ‘‘mood elevators,’’, said Dr. 
Allan Adler, psychiatrist and medical director of Alvarado 
Parkway Institute. He cited the hypothesis that ‘‘people 
with depression have low brain energy,’ which can be 
increased with non-addictive medication. 

The duration of most depressive disorders is between 
six months to a year, Adler said. 

Other forms of mental illness include schizophrenia, in 
which victims ‘‘experience delusions,’? and manic- 
depression manifested in a person’s dramatic high and 
low ‘‘mood swings,’’ Hersch said. 
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“Scientists think some people may inherit a 
predisposition to certain mental disorders which could be 
triggered by a stressful life event,’’ according to the 
NIMH. 

This institute also cites a link between ‘‘some mental 
illnesses and an overabundance or lack of chemical 
messages in the brain’’ due to a ‘malfunction in the 
adrenal or thyroid systems.”’ 

The NIMH notes that 12 million children in the U.S. 
suffer from psychiatric disorders, including toddlers who 
may suffer from depression caused by parental death, 
abuse or neglect. : 

Some children exhibit ‘‘attention deficit disorders, 
characterized by excessive activity and an inability to 
concentrate.’’ Other youth have ‘‘conduct disorders”’

pro-life leaders 


Even ifa proposed initiative to legalize physician-assisted 
suicide for the terminally ill doesn’t make it onto 
California’s ballot for November, Catholic pro-life leaders 
say the effort is a major development in the country’s “‘rush 
toward euthanasia.”’ 

The Catholic Church absolutely rejects euthanasia, 
which it defined in the 1980 Vatican declaration on 
euthanasia as “‘an action or an omission which of itself or by 
intention causes death, in order that all suffering may in this 
way be eliminated.”’ 

Last September, as part of its annual Respect Life 
program, the National Conference of Catholic Bishops’ 
Committee for Pro-Life Activities issued a call to curb “‘the 
rush toward euthanasia now gathering momentum in the 
United States.’’ 

According to an article in the NCCB Respect Life 
manual, the campaign to legalize it is buildingon someofthe 
same ideas and social forces used to legalize abortion, all 
within a ‘‘public climate’’ that closely resembles ‘‘the 
climate on abortion in the mid-1960s.”’ 

“The public support for euthanasia has grown 
substantially,’’ said Richard Doerflinger, assistant director 
of the NCCB pro-life committee. ‘‘It’s what pro-life people 
predicted in 1973 (when abortion was legalized) that 
acceptance of abortion would lead to acceptance of killing in 
other contexts asthe solution to problems.’ 

Opponents of the California initiative, called ‘‘The 
Humane and Dignified Death Act,”’ see it asa ““wedge’’ to 


gain greater acceptance for euthanasiaon demand. 

The proposal would allow physicians to give.a 
“‘qualified,’’ terminally ill patient — one determined by 
two physicians to be suffering from aterminal condition —a 
prescription-drug dose at the patient’s request to cause 
instant death, without risking prosecution forthe physician. 

Current state law allows a healthy person to authorize 
removal of life-saving measures in the event of a terminal 
illness. 

As a May 9 deadline drew near, Americans Against 
Human Suffering, which spearheaded the campaign, had 
275,639 of the 372,128 signatures needed to put the 
proposed measure on the ballot. The organization is the 
political arm ofthe Hemlock Society. 

Spokeswoman Shirley Marcus said May Sthat despite the 
shortfall the drive ‘‘had been very positive.’’ 

The measure’s opponents were still “just holding our 
breath,”’ Margaret Gibson, a spokeswoman for the 
California Catholic Conference, said May 4. ‘‘We have a 
sense of impending doom that if it’s on the ballot 
Californians would probably approveit.”’ 

“It seems to be a popular concept, it appeals to their sense 
of wanting to retain control of their quality oflife,’’ she said. 
“If their quality of life is no longer good then they’d rather 
notstickitout.”’ 

The state’s bishops’ conference has said the proposal 
violated the “‘inherent dignity” of all human life and would 
make physicians ‘‘executioners.’’ The bishops also said the 
Proposed measure’s use of euphemisms such as ‘‘humane”’ 
and “‘dignified’’ was misleading. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher of the Diocese of San Diego in a 
statement he issued in February accused the Hemlock 
Society with ‘laundering languge to make what is evil and 
destructive appear honorable and attractive.’’ 

Other opponents included the California Medical 
Association, the California Nurses Association, the 
California Association of Catholic Hospitals, and the 
Human Dignity Institute, an anti-euthanasia educational 
organization based in Sacramento. 

But even ifit’s not on the ballot, it won’t endthe campaign 
to get assisted suicide legalized in California. 

Derek Humphry, co-founder and executive director of 
the Hemlock Society, vowed that supporters ‘‘will be back 
next year’’ to push a proposal in the state Legislature. 

Humphry, 54, has long advocated that assisting a suicide 
of a terminally ill person be made legal, and he founded the 
Hemlock Society, based in Los Angeles, to work for it.

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Urge good reading for youth 


Many parents are concerned over the ready availability of 
pornography to school children at the many neighborhood 
stores where the children shop for soft drinks and snacks. 

The distinction between ‘‘hard’’ porn and ‘‘soft”’ porn 
has no bearing in this context. Picture books and magazines 
which glorify sex, describe sexual aberrations and hold 
women up as sexual objects or playthings are all around. 

What are parents to do? Well, it wouldn’t hurt to go into 
these stores and look around. Parents should be aware of the 
environment in which their children exist. If you don’t like 
what you see, a dignified protest to the manager is in order. 

However, Father Rawley Myers of St. Joseph Church in 
Colorado Springs, Colo., proposes a positive approach to 
the problem, as well, in a column published in The Herald. 
He says, ‘‘The young need heroes. They need to know 
about the saints.’’ 

In his parish a reading program has been started to 
introduce the children to the brightly colored religious 
books published for children. 


In our parish we have a book fair at least twice a year and 
we emphasize children’s literature. It is important that the 
children own their own books, that they read them and 
that they see their parents appreciate this material. 


When teen-agers desperately need role models for the 
conflicts they face, a well-developed pattern of reading 
habits, brought from their earliest years, will stand by them 
and introduce them to more adult spiritual reading. 

However, they need to see this example in their parents, 
as well. Ifthey grow up in a home that has no Catholic books 
and magazines, if they never see their parents take the time 
to read, how will they get into the habit? 

Father Myers points out that ‘ ‘parents gather to 
denounce pornography. How many put a good, religious 


book into the hands of a child? We are all too negative, 
against, instead of doing something positive, which is far 
more effective.’’ 

Instead of just striking out against bad literature we 
should be encouraging good reading. Lasting ideas come 
from good books, and young minds are impressionable. 

Parish libraries, where they exist and when they are kept 
reasonably up to date, have many books for adults. Most 
parish CCD centers will have material that the children can 
borrow. : 

And do not overlook Catholic videocassettes. The 
children are used to watching TV and seeing audio-visual 
aids in their classrooms. Catholic bookstores have these for 
sale, and many have them for rent, such as the wide variety 
at the St. Paul Catholic Book Store near St. Joseph’s 
Cathedral in downtown San Diego. 

Government censorship is not the answer and, thank 
God, the U.S. Constitution prohibits it. We should glory in 
our freedoms, responsibly, and use them for mature 
growth. That they will be abused by some is part and parcel 
of the human condition. 

But that Constitution gives us the same rights to protect 
our positive spiritual values and promote them. The 
Catholic press and Catholic media are strong right and left 
arms to make this progress. Introducing these to the 
youngsters is one of the finest protections forthem, as Father 
Myers points out so forcefully.

Mary, arole model for men 


May is the month of Mary, and this May is especially 
significant, both because it’s during the Marian Year 
proclaimed by Pope John Paul II and because of the 
pastoral letter on women’s concerns which our bishops 
have just released. 

If you could boil women’s concerns down to one thing 
it would probably be ‘‘male chauvinism’? — the idea we 
men have that we’re somehow superior to women simply 
because we’re male. This translates into a belief that men 
can order women around, pay them less for the same 
work and generally ignore their opinions. 

Obviously this isn’t any fun for women, but it also 
hurts men a great deal. Male chauvinism may give mena 
sense of power, but we have to pay for that sense of power 
by engaging in a lot of macho heroics we don’t really 
believe in or else feel we’re not real men because we 
don’t. 

That’s why Mary is so important to men. It’s only 
through Mary that the burden of false superiority can be 
raised from our shoulders — this burden which leads us 
into pointless heroics that always leave us defeated in the 
end, which isolates us from the women whose 
companionship we so much desire, and which prevents us 
from forming close bonds with the children we care about 
so deeply. 

This very burden also prevents us from talking about 
Mary. Although millions of men are profoundly devoted 
to Mary, and could tell about important times in their 
lives when Mary has saved them from danger or helped 
solve problems which seemed impossible, this is 
something we rarely talk about. We’re afraid doing so 
would be a sign of weakness. 


But in fact this fear of weakness makes us weak. When 
we refuse the gifts of femininity — the gifts which enabled 
Mary to bring Jesus into the world — we in fact become 
impotent and empty, lonely and fragmented, unable to do 
anything. 

It is through Mary that we males learn our limitations, 
and at the same time learn to rely on the women in our 
lives to supply the strengths which we lack. 

Even the most rabid male chauvinist — the kind who 


believes the only place for a woman is in the kitchen 
cooking, or on her knees scrubbing floors — owes his very 
existence to a woman who endured pregnancy and the 
pain of delivery, who cared for him when he was 
completely helpless, who changed his diapers, taught him 
to speak, got him ready for school, cared for him when he 
was sick. 

Mary played this role in Jesus’ life, and without her 
contribution, which only a woman could have made, 
there would be no church nor any of the cultural and 
technological developments which have been produced by 
2,000 years of Christian civilization. 

Mary, like the women in our own lives, did far more 
than give birth. She was at various times in her life a 
homeless person and a refugee, a widow and single 
parent, the mother of a prisoner condemned to capital 
punishment. To give birth to Jesus she had to break the 
religious rules of her day at the risk of rejection and death. 
Through all these enormous difficulties she found a way 
to prevail. 

Male chauvinism equates femininity with weakness, 
but these are not the actions of a weak person. They 
required real strength, a kind of strength which is 
specifically feminine. 

Many of our most pressing problems today, especially 
peace and the economy, will only be solved when we 
begin to rely on the insights and judgments of women, 
instead of leaving these problems almost entirely to men 
as we do at present. 

That means respecting women in a new way, which in 
turn means honoring Mary as the church over the 
centuries has honored her. ‘‘Hail Mary, full of grace, the 
Lord is with you!’’

The first of 10 annual collections to meet 
the retirement needs of elderly and infirm 
Sisters, Brothers and priests of Religious 
communities will be observed in most 
parishes throughout the Diocese of San 
Diego at Masses May 14-15. 

The collection for The Retirement Fund 
for Religious was approved by the U.S. 
bishops to enable religious communities to 
meet a retirement funding deficit of $2.5 
billion. 

The deficit has accumulated because of 
the rising cost of medical care and fewer 
young members available to support aging 
and infirm Religious. Also, in the past, 
Religious received small stipends and no 
retirement benefits. 

Funds from the special collection will 
benefit religious communities with the 
most urgent needs. 

In a letter to the people of the diocese, 
which priests are being asked to read at 
Masses this weekend, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher wrote that this appeal ‘‘is essential if 


we are to ensure that our senior Sisters, 
Brothers and priests will live out their 
retirement years with adequate medical 
care, in familiar surroundings and with a 
sense of personal dignity. ... 

‘‘Through the ministries of teaching, 
social work, parish service and health care, 
they have touched each of us in our 
moments of need with loving kindness, 
wisdom and compassion :.. .”’ 

Bishop Maher wrote that he is asking the 
people of the diocese to give generously, not 
because he is asking them ‘‘but because of 
your genuine love and appreciation for the 
gift of our senior Religious and all 
Religious Sisters, Brothers and priests who 
continue to serve throughout the church.”’ 

Special envelopeshave been circulated to 
parishes throughout the diocese and should 
be found in the pews or near exits of parish 
churches. 

Donations should be placed in the self- 
addressed envelopes and put in the special 
collection during Mass or mailed to the 
Retirement Fund for Religious; a form for 
donations on page 12 of this issue can also 
be used.

Sister Selma said, noting that it will be 
open to men over 60 who are dying and 
destitute but not mentally ill. 

Sister Selma pointed out to one of her 
community members, Sister Chandrik, a 
large, cordoned off area where workers 
will soon pour cement and install a roof. 

_ The Sisters will hang laundry here, the 
superior said. 

The two Sisters also observed the 
digging of a pit, where a water tank will 
be installed. No running water is 
available in Colonia Murua, Sister Selma 
explained. 

Sister Selma walked around the area in 
front of the facility, noting that the next 
project is to have a convent built on this 
site. Following this, the Missionaries of 
Charity will open a shelter for sick, 
elderly women, she added. 

The four Sisters now live in a house in 
Colonia Postal, several miles from the 
shelter. The Diocese of Tijuana also 
donated their current home to them. 

“‘Many people are helping us now,”’ 
Sister Selma said. The nuns use 
contributions of food and money to assist 
needy persons in Tijuana. 

While the shelter is under construction, 
the nuns have been visiting homes and

St. Mary’s media team 
explains social issues

ESCONDIDO — St. Mary’s parish in 
Escondido has begun a program to 
educate Catholic parishes, other churches 
and the public about social issues. 

The Youth and Young Adult Media 
Ministry Team was formed one month 
ago — in response to the needs of the 
Cerro Colorado district of Tijuana, 
explained Rich Spasoff, a media team 
member. ; 

Cerro Colorado children were being 
taught in fields with inadequate school 
supplies, Spasoff said. 

Their plight was brought to his 
attention, and he believed if he could 
present a slide show to churches and 
organizations which depicted the needs of 
the Tijuana area, donations would be 
made to help the children, he explained. 

Joe Swoboda, coordinator of youth 
ministry at St. Mary parish, agreed to 
help Spasoff. 

The two decided to form the media 
team, agreeing to expand Spasoff’s idea 
to include — and offer solutions for — 
any social issue that may arise. : 

The goals of the team are to build 
bridges between human needs and 
resources, to raise the public’s awareness 
of social needs through photojournalism 
and offer potential resources which 
represent solutions, and to teach media 
team members practical skills in 
production, recording, photography and 


fund raising, Swobada said. 

Donations of desks, chairs and 
blackboards have been given to the Cerro 
Colorado district as a result of the slide 
show put together by the media team. 

Although the media team is presently 
small in numbers, Swoboda said he hopes 
to involve more youth and young adults 
in the project because ‘‘it can be a builder 
of self-confidence, and is an opportunity 
to have a meafiingful role in the 
community.” — 

Those who voliinteer for the team will 
have the chance. to take photographs, 
write scripts, do public relations work and 
fund raising, Spasoff said. 

“‘For our present work, we’ve 
approached several radio personalities 
who have agreed to read the (narration) 
scripts that accompany the slide shows,”’ 
he said. 

The group hopes to support itself 
through fund-raisers and sponsorship. 
Local groups and organizations will be 
approached for donations in return for a 
promotional spot during each slide show 
presentation, Spasoff explained. 

Spasoff hopes to reach the public 
through church bulletins, flyers and radio 
spots. g 

““We want our presentations to become 
an educational force in our community,”’ 


explained Swoboda. 


“I do it because I believe in it. There 
are issues out there that need to be 
brought to the attention of not just the 
churches, but the public as well,’’ said 
Spasoff.

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In Bolivia, 
Pope praises 


Indian honesty 


LA PAZ, Bolivia — In his first full day 
in Bolivia, Pope John Paul II mixed 
praise and criticism for the customs of the 
Aymara Indians who dominate the 
population of the La Paz area. 

The pope praised the Aymara moral 
code: ‘‘Do not bea thief. Do not belazy. Do

But he criticized their practices of 
concubinage and trial marriage. 

The pope offered the dual approach 
during a May 10 outdoor Mass at the El 
Alto Airport outside La Paz, where he 
received gifts from Indian men dressed in 
ponchos and women sporting their typica 
black bowler hats. 

Earlier in the morning he stepped out of 
the official program to greet 300 orphans 
who serenaded him with Indian folkloric 
music outside the apostolic nunciature, his 
residence in La Paz. 

The pope appeared on the balcony facing 
the youths and greeted them, then left the 
nunciature to hug and shake haands with 
many ofthem. 

At the Mass, the pope criticized ‘‘unions 
contrary to the wishes of God and natural 
law, such asconcubinage.”’ 

The pope also criticized ‘‘sirvinacuy,”’ a 
formal trial marriage system involving 
parental approval and a prior commitment 
by the couple to protect and aid each other 
during the trial period. 

‘‘Help your friends, relatives and 
acquaintances who may find themselves in 
these situations, or in what you call 
‘sirvinacuy,’ so that they understand the 
true significance of Christian marriage,” 
the popesaid. 

The Mass theme was the need to 
strengthen family life, and the pope used it 
to reiterate church opposition to divorce, 
abortion and artificial birth control. 

“The anti-conception mentality is a 
falsification of conjugallove,’’ hesaid. 

The pope also said outside activities 
should not be allowed to destroy family 
unity. 

“Do not flee from family obligations, 
putting your heart into other objectives, 
such as labor problems, the problems of 
society and politics,’’ he said.

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Church, INS disagree 
on amnesty program 


WASHINGTON — As a yearlong 

legalization program drew to a close, lines 
of immigrants wound around church- and 
government-run legalization centers 
nationwide. A U.S. Catholic Conference 
official, meanwhile, said the church would 
urge allowing more undocumented aliens 
to become legal U.S. residents. 
More than 2.1 million undocumented 
aliens filed for legalization including about 
125,000 who applied May 4, the last day of 
the program. 

At a May 5 news conference in 
Washington, Immigration and 
Naturalization Service Commissioner 
Alan Nelson said a ‘‘so-called fear factor”’ 
had not kept undocumented aliens from 
coming forward. But church officials 
disagreed, citing ‘‘lack of confidence”’ in 
the government program as one factor that 
kept eligible immigrants from applying for 
legalization. 

In an interview May 4, Msgr. Nicholas 
DiMarzio, executive director of the 
USCC’s division of Migration and 
Refugee Services, said the church would 
urge Congress to revise immigration law to 
allow more undocumented aliens to 
become U.S. residents. 


Ukrainians question 
call for ecumenical talks 
WASHINGTON — Pope John Paul 


II’s call for ecumenical discussions between 
Ukrainian Catholics and Russian 
Orthodox seems to some Ukrainians like 
approval of Soviet suppression of their 
church, said Ukrainian Catholic leader 
Cardinal Myroslav Lubachivsky. 

The pope’s urging of ecumenical talks is 
a major part of the ‘‘problem’’ Ukrainian 
Catholics have with ‘‘Euntes in 
Mundum,’’ Pope John Paul’s apostolic 
letter on 1,000 years of Christianity in what 
is now the Soviet Union, Cardinal 
Lubachivsky said in Washington May 3. 

“‘Fcumenism is all right, but it seems 
like approval of the Russian deeds,’’ he 
said. The Russian Orthodox ‘‘already 
have us,”’ the cardinal said. Why ‘“‘give 
them the blessing?’’ he asked.

Deacon Kenneth Finn of St. Mary

families’’ affected by these problems can 
get the love and support they need.”’ 


Deacon Finn, who currently ministers 
at Avocado Guest House in Escondido, is 
working to recruit Eucharistic ministers 
and other parishioners to visit the dozen 
board-and-care facilities in North 
County.

He said ‘‘the link between mental and 
spiritual illness is very close.
